G.S.R. 1370. — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 87 of the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966 (31 of 
1966), the Central Government hereby extend-* to the Union 
territory of Chandigarh, the Punjab Land Reforms Act, 1972 
(Punjab Act 10 of 1973), as in force in the State of Punjab 
at the date of this notification, subject to the following modi- 
fications, namely :— 

MODIFICATIONS 

1. Throughout the said Act,— 

(a) for the words “commencement of this Act”, the 
words “commencement of this Act in the Union 
territory of Chandigarh’’ shall be substituted; 

(b) the words, “the Pepsu law” and “or the Pepsu law" 
shall be omitted; 

(c) for the words “Otficial Gazette”, the words “Chandi- 
garh Gazette” shall be substituted. 

2. In section 1, — 

(a) in sub-section (2), for the words "State of Punjab”, 
the words “Union territory of Chandigarh” shall be 
substituted; 

(b) in sub-section (3), for the words "at once", the 
words 'on such date as the Administrator may, by 
notification in the Chandigarh Gazette, appoint’ shall 
he substituted. 

Tn section 3, — 

(a) clause (1) shall be re-numbered as clause (lAt

"or section 22 of the Pepsu law, as the case may be,” shall 
be omitted. 

9. In section 21, in sub-section (2), for the wolds “State 

Government”, the word “Government” shall be 
substituted. 

10. In section 25, for the words “State Government”, the 
word “Administrator”, and for the words “appears to It to 
be necessary”, the words “appears to him to be necessary”, 
shall be substituted. 

11. In section 26, —

ANNEXURE 

THE PUNJAB LAND REFORMS ACT, 1972 (PUNJAB 
ACT 10 OF 1973) AS EXTENDED TO THE UNION 
TERRITORY OF CHANDrGARH 

An Act to consolidate and amend the law relating to celling 
on land holdings, acquisition of proprietary rights by tenants 
and other ancillary matters in the State of Punjab. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Punjab in 
the Twenty-third Year of the Republic of India an follows : — 

1. Short title, extent and commencement. — (1) This Act 
may bo called the Punjab Land Reforms Act, 1972. 

(2) It extend* to the whole of the Union territory of 
Chandigarh. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Adminis- 
trator may. by notification in the Chandigarh Gazette 
appoint. 


CHAPTER 1 
PRELIMINARY 

2, Declaration as lo giving effect to certain directive princi- 
ples,— It is hereby declared that this Act is for giving effect 
to the policy of the State towards securing the principles 
specified in clauses (b) and (c) of Article 39 of the Constitu- 
tion of India. 

3. Definitions.— In this Act, unless the context otherwise 

requires, — 

(1) “Administrator” means the administrator of the 

Union territory of Chandigarh appointed by the 

President under article 239 of the Constitution; 

(1A) "appointed day” means the twenty-fourth day of 
January, 1971; 

(2) “banjar land" means land which has remained uncul- 
tivated for a continuous period of not less than four 
years immediately preceding the date on which the 
question whether such land is banjar or not arises; 

(3) "Collector" means the Collector of the district or 
any other officer not below the rank of Assistant 
Collector of the first grade empowered in this 
behalf by the Administrator; 

(4) “family" in relation to a person means the person, 
the wife or husband, as_ the case may be, of such 
person and his or her minor children, other than a 
married minor daughter; 

(5) "land” means land which is not occupied as 
the site of any building in a town or village and Is 
occupied o r has been let for agricultural purposes 
or for purposes subservient to agriculture, 0 r for 
pasture, and includes — 

(a) the sites of buildings, and other structures on such 
land, and 

(b) “landowner" shall have the meaning assigned to 

it in the Punjab Land Revenue Acf, 1887 (Punjab 
Act XVLT of 1887) ; 

Explanation. — In respect of land mortgaged with pov 
session, the mortgagee shall be deemed to be the 
landowner; 

17) "minor” means a person who has not completed 
the age of eighteen years; 

(8) “orchard” means a compact area of land having 
fruit bearing trees grown thereon in such number 
that they preclude, or when fully grown would 
preclude, a substantial part of such land from being 
used for any other agricultural purpose but shall not 
include land under banana or guava trees or land 
comprised in vineyard; 

(9) [Omitted] ; 

(10) “person” includes a company, family, association or 
other body of individuals, whether incorporated or 
not, and any institution capable of bolding property; 

(11) “prescribed" means prescribed by rules made under 
this Act; 

(12) “Punjab law” means the Punjab Security of Land 
Tenures Act, 1953; 

(13) "self-cultivation” means cultivation by a landowner 
either personally or through any member of his 
family or through his brother or through a servant 
or hired labour under the personal supervision of 
the landowner or supervision of a member of his 
family, subject to the condition that the servant or 
hired labour is paid wages in cash or in kind or 
partly In cash and partly in kind but not as a share 
of the produce; 

(14) [Omitted by Punjab Act 40 of 1973] ; 

(15) "surplus Rrea” means the area in excess of the 
permissible area; 
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(16) "tenant” has the meaning assigned to it in tho 
Punjab Tenancy Act, 1887 (Act XVI of 1887) and 
includes a sub-tenant, and self-cultivating lessee, but 
shall not include a present holder as defined in clause 
(f) of section 2 of the East Punjab Displaced Per- 
sons (Land Resettlement) Act, 1949; 

(17) all other words and expressions used herein and 
not defined but defined in the Punjab Tenancy Act, 
1887 (Punjab Act XVI of 1887), or the Punjab 
Land Revenue Act, 1887 (Punjab Act XVII of 
1887), shall have the meanings assigned to them in 
either of those Acts. 

CHAPTER II 
CEILING ON LAND 

4. (1) Subject to the provisions of section 5, no person 
shall own or hold land as landowner or mortgagee with pos- 
session or tenant or partly in one capacity and partly in 
another in excess of the permissible area. 

(2) ‘Permissible area’ shall mean in respect of — 

(a) land under assured Irrigation and capable of yielding 
at least two crops In a year (hereinafter in this 
Act referred to as “the first quality land"), seven 
hectares; or 

(b) land under assured irrigation for only one crop in a 
year, eleven hectares; or 

(c) baranl land, 20.5 hectares; or 

(d) land of other classes Including banjar land, an area 
to be determined according to the prescribed scale 
with reference to the intensity of irrigation, produc- 
tivity and soil classification of such classes, havirtt; 
regard to the respective valuation and the permis- 
sible area of the classes of land mentioned at (a), 
(b) and (c) above subject to the condition that 
the area so determined shall not exceed 21.8 hectares; 

Provided that — 

(1) where land consists of two or more classes, the per- 
missible area shall be determined on the basis of re- 
lative valuation of such classes of land, subject to 
the condition that It does not exceed 21,8 hectares; 

(li) where the number of members of a family exceeds 
five, the permissible area shall be increased by one- 
fifth of the permissible area for each member in 
excess of five, subject to the condition that additional 
land shall be allowed for not more than three such 
members, 

(3) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section (2), 
where any land is comprised In an orchard on the appointed 
day, such land shall, for the purpose of determining the 
permissible area, be treated as barani land. 

(4) (a) Where a person Is a member of a registered co- 
operative fanning society, his share in the land held by such 
society together with his other land if any, or If 
such person is a member of a family, together with the land 
held be every member of the family shall be taken into ac- 
count for determining the permissible area ; 

(b) Where a person is a member of a family, the land 
held by such person together with the land held by every 
other member of the family, whether individually or jointly, 
shall be taken into account for determining the permissible 
area. 

(5) In determining the permissible area, any land which 
was transferred by sale, gift or otherwise, other than a bona 
fide sale or transfer, after the appointed day but before the 
commencement of (his Act in the Union Territory of Chandi- 
garh, shall be taken into account as If such land had not 
been transferred and the onus of proving the transfer as 
bona fide shall be on the transferor. 

(6) For the purpose of valuation of land one and quarter 
hectares of banjar land shall be treated as equivalent in value 
to one hectare of barani land. 

(7) For evaluating the land of any person at any time 
under this Act, the land owned by him Immediately before 
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the commencement of this Act in the Union Territory of 
Chandigarh as well as the land acquired by him after auch 
commencement by inheritance, bequest or gift from a person 
to whom he is an heir shall be evaluated as if the evaluation 
was being made on the appointed day and the land acquired by 
him after such commencement in any other manner shall 
be evaluated as if the evaluation was being made on the date 
of such acquisition. 

5. Selection of permissible area and furnishing of declara- 

tion by certain persons.— (1) Every person, who on the ap- 
pointed day or at any time thereafter, owns or holds land 
as landowner or mortgage with possession or tenant or 

partly in one capacity and partly in another In excess of 

the permissible area, shalf select his permissible area and 
intimate his selection to the Collector, and where land is 
situate in more than one district, to the Collectors concerned, 
through a declaration to be furnished in such form and 
manner and within such period as may be prescribed and 
if such person has an adult son, he shall also be entitled to 

select separate permissible area in respect of each such son, 

out of the land owned or held by him, subject to the con- 
dition that the land so selected together with the land already 
owned or held by such son, shall not exceed the permissible 
area of each such son : 

Provided that where land is situate in more than one 
patwar circle, the declaration shall be supported by an affi- 
davit in the prescribed form. 

(2) In making the selection, such a person shall Include, 
firstly, land mortgaged without possession and, secondly, land 
under self-cultivation on the date of commencement of the 
period prescribed for furnishing the declaration under sub- 
section (1), but shall not include area declared surplus under 
the Punjab law or this Act, othcT than the area which was 
exempt from utilization by the Government immediately 
before such commencement. 

6. Collection of information in case declaration is not 
furnished. — -If any person fails to furnish the declaration In 
accordance with the provisions of section 5, the Collector 
shall obtain the requisite information In the prescribed man- 
ner. 

(7) Determination of permissible and surplus areas,— (1) 
On the basis of the information given in the declaration 
furnished under section 5 or the information obtained under 
section 6, as the case may be, and after making such In- 
quiry as he may deem fit, the Collector shall, by an order, 
determine the permissible area and the surplus area of a 
landowner or a tenant, as the case may be. 

(2) If any person referred to in sub-section (1) of section 
5 fails to furnish the declaration or files a declaration con- 
taining information which Is false or which he knows or has 
reason to believe to be false or which he does not believe 
to be true, he shall be punishable with imprisonment which 
may extend to two years, or with fine which may extend to 
two thousand rupees or with both, 

(3) (Omitted by Punjab Act 22 of 1976.). 

(4) For the purpose of determining the surplus area of 
any person,— 

(i) any judgement, decree or order of a court or other 

authority obtained on or after the appointed day 
and having the effect of diminishing the surplus 
area of such a person ; 

(ii) a tenancy created on or after the appointed day in 
any land which has been or could have been dec- 
lared as surplus area of such a person under the 
Punjab law or this Act ; 

shall be ignored. 

8, Vesting of unutilized surplus area in the Government.— 
Notwithstanding anything contained in any Taw, custom or 
usage for the time being in force, but subject to the provi- 
sions of section 15, the surplus area, declared as such under 
the Punjab law. which has not been utilized till the com- 
mencement of this Act in the Union Territory of Chandigarh 
and the surplus are declared as such under this Act shall, 
on the date on which possession thereof is taken by or on 
behalf of the Government, vest in the Govennent free from 
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al) encumbrances and in the case of surplus area of a tenant, 
which is included within the permissible area of the land- 
owner, the right and interest of the tenant in such area shall 
stand terminated on the aforesaid date : 

Provided that where any land falling within the surplus 
area is mortgaged with possession, only the mortgage rights 
shall vest in the Government. 

9. Power to take possession of surplus area. — (1) The 
Collector may, by an order in writing, after an area has be- 
come surplus under the Punjab law or becomes surplus under 
this Act, direct the landowner or tenant or any other 
person in possession of such area to deliver possession thereof, 
within ten days of the service of the order on him, to such 
person as may be specified in the order. 

(2) If the landowner or tenant or any other person in pos- 
session of such area refuses or fails without reasonabfe cause 
to comply with the order made under sub-section ft), the 
Collector may take possession of that area and may, for 
that purpose, use such force as may be necessary, 


allottee, after the allotment, shall not exceed two 
hectares of the first quality land or equivalent 
area. 

(3) Any scheme framed by the Administrator under 
sub-section (2) may provide for the terms and conditions 
on which the rights of ownership arc to be conferred on 
the tenants and also the terms and conditions on which 
the land comprised in the surplus area is to be allotted. 

(4) The Administrator may. by notification in the Chandi- 
garh Gazette, add to, amend, vary or revoke any scheme 
made under this section, 

(5) Notwithstanding anything contained in any other law 
for the time being in force and i save in ihe case of land 
acquired by the Government under any law for the time 
being in force or by an heir by Inheritance, no transfer 
or other disposition of land which is comprised in the 
surplus area under the Punjab law or this Act, shall affect 
the vesting thereof in the Government or its utilization under 
this Act. 


10, Amount payable for the surplus area. — (1) The Col- 
lector or the officer authorised by the Administrator in this 
behalf shall determine the amount to be paid for the land 
which has vested In the Government under section 8, in 
accordance with the principles hereinafter set out, that is to 
say— 

(i) for the first three hectares of rand, twelve time the 
fair rent, subject to a maximum of five thousand 
rupees per hectare ; 

(ii) for the next three hectares of land, nine times 

the fair rent subject to a maximum of three thou- 
sand seven hundred and fitly rupees per hectare ; 
and 

(Hi) for the remaining land, six times the fair rent, 
subject to a maximum of two thousand and five 
hundred rupees per hectare, 

Explanation. — For the purpose of this sub-section, ‘fair 
rent’ shall mean the value of one-fifth of the gross produce 
of the land determined in the prescribed manner by the 
Collector or the officer authorised in this behalf by the 
Administrator. 

(2) For the purpose of sub-section (1), the Collector or 
the officer authorised by the Administrator shall prepare a 
statement in such form and manner as may be prescribed 
and shall, after following the prescribed procedure, appor- 
tion the amount amongst the persons, including tenants, 
having interests in the land. 

(3) Where in the surplus area of any person mortgagee 
rights have vested in the Government, the amount payable 
to the mortgagee shall be mortgage money due to the 
mortgagee, or the amount payable under this section, 
whichever is less. 

(4) The amount shall be payable either in lump sum or 
in half yearly instalments not exceeding fifteen in the 
manner prescribed : 

Provided that the amount shall be applied firstly to dis 
charge Government dues, secondly to meet the claims of 
secured creditors and then to pay the dues of other clai- 
mants. 


, . E Disposal of surplus area. — (1) The surplus area, 
which has vested in the Government under section 8, shall 
be at the disposal of the Government. 


(2) The Administrator may, by notification in the Chandi 
garh Gazette, frame a scheme for utilizing the surplus arei 
under the Punjab law or this Act by,— " 


(a) conferment of rights of ownership on tenants in 

respect of such land ns is comprised in the surplus 
area of the landowner of such a tenant ; and 

(b) allotment to tenants, members of Scheduled Castes 
and Backward Classes and landless agricultural 
workers, of an area not exceeding two hectares 
ot t tie first quality land or equivalent area, provided 
that the total area held or owned by any such 


(6) The utilization of any surplus area before the com- 
mencemen; of this Act in the Union Territory of Chandigarh 
will not affect the right of the tenant to purchase land in 
accordance with the provisions of section 15 or the right 
of the landowner to receive rent from the tenant settled 
on the surplus area till the tenant becomes the owner 
thereof, 

(7) Where succession has opened after the surplus area 
or any part thereof has been terminated by the Collector, 
the saving specified in favour of an. heir by inheritance 
under sub-section (5) shall not apply in respect of the area 
so determined. 

12. Bar on future acquisition of land in excess of per- 
missible area.— (11 Notwithstanding anything to the con- 
trary in anv law, custom, usage, contract or agreement, 
from and after the commencement of this Act in the Union 
Territory of Chandigarh, no person, whether as landowner 
or tenant, shall acquire or possess by transfer, exchange, 
lease, agreement or settlement any land, which with or 
without the land already owned or held by him, in the 
aggregate, exceeds the permissible area : 

Provided that nothing in this section shall apply to land 
held by « co-operative society if the land owned or held 
bv an individual member of the societv. together with his 
share in the land by such a society, docs not exceed the 
permissible area. 

(2) Any transfer, exchange, lease, agreement or settlement 
made in contravention of the provisions of sub-section (1) 
shall he null and void. 

13 . Power to separate share of landowners in. joint 
lands.— (1) Where a person owns land jointly with other 
person and his share of such land or part thereof has been 
or is to he declared as surplus area, the Collector, of his 
own motion, may after summary enquiry and after afford- 
ing to such a person an opportunity of being heard, separate 
his share of such land or part thereof in the land owned 
by him jointly with other persons. 

(2) Where, after the declaration of the surplus area of any 
person and before the utilization thereof, his land has been 
snhiected to the process of consolidation, the Collector 
shall also he competent to separate the surplus area of such 
a person out of the area of land obtained by him after 
consolidation in the manner referred to in sub-section (11. 

14. Exemption of lands belonging to religious or chari- 
table institutions. — Notwithstanding any judgement, degree 
or any court or authority, the provisions of this Chapter 
shall not apply to lands belonging to any religious or 
charitable institution of a public nature in existence imme- 
diately before the date of commencement of this yAct in the 
Union Territory of Chandigarh, but not belonging to the 
mabnnt, mohtamim or manager thereof : 

Provided that the exemption specified herein 
shall he admissible till such time only as the land or income 
therefrom is utilized for the specified purpose of such 
institution and shall not be admissible to the lessees of 
such lands.

CHAPTER HI 
MISCELLANEOUS 

15. Saving of certain rights of tenants to pur- 
chase land. — (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in this 
Act, a tenant who was entitled to purchase the land com- 
prised in his tenancy, under section 18 of the Punjab law 
immediately before the commencement of this Act in the 
Union Territory of Chandigarh, shall be entitled to purchase 
such land from the landowner on the same terms and 
conditions, as were applicable immediately before such 
commencement : 

Provided that— 

(il the amount payable by the tenant for the land 
shall be equivalent to ninety times the land 
revenue (including rates and cesses) payable for 
such land or five hundred rupees per hectare, 
whichever is less ; and 

(ii) the procedure for purchase of such land shall be 
ns Is specified hereinafter and the period of 
limitation for exercise of such a right shall be 
one year from the date of commencement of 
this Act in the Union Territory of Chandigarh. 

(2) An application for the purchase of land nnder sub- 
section (1) shall be made to the Assistant Collector of the 
first (trade having jurisdiction who shall, after giving 
notice to the landowner and after making enquiry in the 
prescribed manner, determine the amount payable in respect 
thereof. 

(3) The tenant may pay the amount determined under 
sub-section (21 either in lump sum or in half-yearly instal- 
ments not exceeding fifteen in the manner prescribed. 

(4) On the payment of the entire amount or the first 
instalment thereof, as the case may be, the tenant shall 
he deemed to have become the owner of the land and the 
Assistant Collector shall, where the tenant is not alreadv 
in possession of the land, put him in possession thereof, 
subject to the provisions of the Punjab Tenancy Act, 1887. 

(5) If a default is committed in the payment of any of 
the instalments, the entire outstanding balance shall, on 
application by the person entitled to receive it, be recover- 
able as arrears of land revenue. 

(6) If the laud is subject to mortgage at the time of 
purchase, the land shall pass to the tenant unencumbered 
bv the mortgage, but the mortgage amount shall be a 
charge on the purchase price. 

16. Summary eviction and fine - — (1) Any person who is 
in wrongful or unauthorised possession of any land — 

(a) the transfer of which either by the act of parties 
or by the operation of law is invalid under the 
provisions of this Act ; or 

(>' to the use and occupation of which he is not entitled 
under the provisions of this Act ; 

may, on an application made within a period of one year 
of such wrongful cc unauthorised possession, and after 
summary enquiry, be ejected by the Collector, who mav 
also impose on such person a penalty not exceeding one 
thousand rupees. 

(2) The Collector may direct that the whole or any part 
of the penalty imposed under sub-section (1) shall be paid 


to the person who has sustained any loss or damage by 
Ibe wrongful or unauthorised possession of (he land. 

17. Abrogation of pending decrees, orders and notices. — 
No decree or order of any court or authority and no notice 
of ejectment shall be valid save to the extent to which it 
is consistent with the provisions of this Act. 

18. Appeal, review and revision. — The provision in regard 
to appeal, review and revision under this Act shall, so far 
as may be, the same as provided in sections 80, 81, 82, 
83 and 84 of the Punjab Tenancy Act, 1887 (Act XVI of 
1887). 

19. Correction of clerical errors. — Clerical and arithmeti- 
cal mistakes in any order passed by any officer or authority 
under this Act or errors arising therein from any accidental 
slip or omission may at any time be corrected by such 
office or authority either of his own motion or on an appli- 
cation received in this behalf from any of the parties. 

20. Coutt-fees. — Notwithstanding anything contained in 
the Court fees Act, 1870 (VII of 1870), every application, 
appeal or other proceeding under this Act shall bear a 
court-fee stamp of such value as may be prescribed. 

21. Bar of jurisdiction. — (1) Save a provided by or under 
this Act, the validity of any proceedings or order taken or 
made under this Act shall not be called in question in any 
court or before any other authority. 

f2) No civil court shall have jurisdiction to entertain 
any suit, or proceed with any suit instituted after the appoin- 
ted day, for specific performance of a contract for transfer 
of land which affects the right of the Government to the 
surplus area under this Act, 

22. Indemnity. — No suit or other legal proceedings shall 
lie against any authority in respect of anything done in 
good faith in pursuance of the provisions of this Act. 

23. Penalty for making false statements. — Tf, during the 
course of any proceedings under this Act, any person makes 
a declaration or a statement or furnishes any information 
which is false or which he knows or has reason to believe 
to be false or which he does not believe to be true, he 
shall be punishable with imprisonment which may extend 
to six months, or with fine which may extend to one thou- 
sand rupees, or with both, 

24. Mode of recovery.— Any amount payable under this 
Act including the amount of penalty imposed under this Act 
may he recovered as arrears of land revenue. 

25. Power to remove difficulties. — If any difficulty arises 
m giving effect to the provisions of this Act. the Adminis- 
trator may. by order published in the, Chandigarh Gazette, 
make such provision or Rive such directions not inconsis- 
tent with the provisions of this Act, as appears to him to 
be neecssnry or expedient for removing such a difficulty. 

26. Power to make rules. — (1) The Administrator may. 
by notification in the Chandigarh Gazette, make rules for 
carying out the purposes of this Act. 

(2) JOmitted]. 

27. Exemption of certain lands from the operation of 
Ihe Act. — The provisions of this Act shall not 1 apply to- 
tal lands owned by or vested in the Government other- 
wise than under the provisions of this Act. or lands 
taken on lease by the Government ;

O-S.R. 1397.— In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Directorate of Economic and Statistics 
(Gestetner Supervisor) Recruitment Rules, 1978.

3. - Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications etc., — 
The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and 
other matters relating to the said post shall be as soecifled 
in. columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule.

4. Disqualification. — No penon, — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered Into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the 
marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, 
exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, It may. 
by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any 
of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or 
category of persona. 

6. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
piovlded fo r the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time In this regard.

G.S.R. 1398. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, tire President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit-

5. Disqualification.— No person,— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or con- 
tracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that fruch marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.— Where the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by 
order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consulta- 
tion with the Union Public Service Commission in so far as 
the provisions of these rules relate to Group ‘A’ and Group ‘B’ 
posts, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect 
to any class or category of persons. 

7. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from time to time, 
in this regard.

G.S.R. 1399, — -In exercise of the powers conferred by sec- 
tion 41 of the Warehousing Corporations, Act 1962 (58 of 
1962), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
rules further to amend the Central Warehousing Corpora- 
tion Rules, 1963, namely : — - 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Central Warehousing 
Corporation (Amendment) Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi- 
cation in the Official Gazette, 

2. In the Central Warehousing Corporation Rules, 1963, 
in Chapter IA, after rule 2B the following rule shall be in- 
serted, namely:— 

"2 C. Consultancy Service : — The Corporation may, at the 
request of the Central Government or any state Government 
or a corporation established by or under a Central, Provin- 
cial or State Act or a Government company as defined in 
section 617 of the Companies Act, 1956 (1 of 1936) or a 
Co-operative society, prepare any project or render consul- 
tancy service for construction of Warehouses or any matter 
connected therewith.”

DRAFT RULES 
CHAPTER I 

1. Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Port of New Tutkorin Certificate of Com- 
petency (Harbour Craft) Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force 

2, Deflations. — In these Rules, unless the context other- 
wise requires. — 

(a) “Engineer’s certificate” means a Certificate of 
Competency granted under these rules to a person 
to be Engineer of a steam-vessel having engines of 
any nominal horsepower plying in the Port of new 
Tutlcorin; 

(b) “First Class Engine Driver's Certificate" means a 
Cetificate of Competency granted under these 
rules to a person to be Engine Driver of a steam- 
vessel haviDg engines of less than 100 nominal 
horsepower plying in the Port of New Tutlcorin; 

(c) “First Class Master’s Certificate" means a Certi- 
ficate of Competency granted under these rules to 
a person to be master of a steam vessel having en- 
gines of any nominal horsepower or of a 
motor vessel having engines of any brakehorse- 
power, plying in the Port of New Tutlcorin; 

(d) “First Class Motor Engine Driver’s Certificate” 
means a Certificate of Competency granted under 
these rules to a person to be Engine Driver of a 
motor vessel having engines of less than 565 brake 
horsepower plying in the Port of New Tutlcorin; 
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(e) "fonn” means a form appended to these rules; 

(f) “Lantern test" and "Letter test" means' the tests of 

eyesight of the candidates’ vision of form tmd 
colour; 

(g) “Motor Engineer’s Certificate’’ means a Certificate 
of Competency granted under these rules to a per- 
son to be Engineer of a motor vessel having en- 
gines of any brake horsepower plying in the Port 
of New Tuticorin; 

(h) “Principal Officer’’ means, the Principal Officer, 
Mercantile Marine Department, Madras District; 

(i) "Second Class Engine Driver’s Certificate” means a 
Certificate of Competency granted under these rules 
to a person to be engine driver of a steam vessel 
having engines of less than 40 nominal horsepower 
plying in the Port of New Tuticorin; 

(j) “Second Class Master's Certificate” means a Certi- 
ficate of Competency granted under these rules to 
be Master of a steam vessel having engines of 
less than 100 nominal horsepower, or of a motor 
vessel having engines of less than 563 brake horse- 
power, plying in the Port of New Tuticorin; 

(k) "Second Class Motor Engine Driver’s Certificate” 
mean a certificate of Competency Granted under 
these rules to a person to be Engine Driver of a 
motor vessel having engines of less than 226 brake 
horsepower, plying in the Port of New Tuticorin; 

(l) "Serang’s Certificate” means a Certificate of Com- 
petency granted under these rules to a person to 
be Master of a Steam-vessel having engines of 
less than 40 nominal horsepower, or of a motor 
vessel having engines of less than 226 brake horse- 
power, plying in the Port of New Tuticorin; 

(m) “Shipping Act” means the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1958 (44 of 1958); 

(n) “Steam vessels Act” means the Inland Steam 
Vessels Act, 1917 (1 of 1917). 

CHAPTER II 

Grant of Certificates of Competency to Masters and aerangs 

of Mechanically propelled crafts plying in the Port of 
New Tuticorin, 

3. Issue of Certificate— (a) Certificate of Competency 
shall be granted to those persons who pass the requisite ex- 
aminations and otherwise comply with the requisite condi- 
tions. 

(b) For this purpose, arrangements shall be made for 
holding examinations periodically at the Port of New 
Tuticorin. 


cation to the Principal Officer, with his recommendations as 
to the suitability of the candidates to be examined for the 
Certificates required. 

(d) On receipt of the applications, the Principal Officer, 
will peruse them and if they are proper in all respects, ap-

6. Testimonials etc. — (a) Testimonials of character and of 
sobriety, experience, ability and good conduct on board 
ship for at-least the last twelve months service preceding the 
date of application to be examined shall be required from all 
applicants. 

(b) Applicants who have not served on board ship with- 
in the last twelve months shall be required to produce in 
addition to the preceding testimonials, certificates of a like 
nature from their employees or if unemployed from some 
respectable house-holder. 

(c) No candidates shall be allowed to be examined unless 
he has served on boardshin at sea or on Inland waters two 
years within the last six years, and six months within the 
last three years preceding the date of his application to be 
examined. 

7. Proof of certain testimonials. — (a) Testimonials of ser- 
vice of candidates shall ordinarily be based on their em- 
ployer’s office records. 

(b) Service claimed which cannot be verified from the 
employer’s office records must be authenticated by affidavits 
of men under whom such services have been performed as 
well as by an affidavit of the candidate himself. 

(c) Should any doubt exist as to the age of a candidate, 
he shall be required to produce a certificate of birth or other 
documentary proof, of ape, to the satisfaction of the Princi- 
pal Officer. 

8. Sight test. — (a) Every candidate for a certificate of 
Competency shall pass the prescribed sight test before a 
certificate can be issued to him. 

(b) A person desirous of being examined in sight test 
shall mako an application to the examiner in Form II and 
pay a fee of Rupees Four to the Principal Officer. 

(c) A candidate for sight test shall undergo the following 
tests 

(i) Letter Test, — Every candidate for a certificate shall un- 
dergo the letter test. 


4. Examinations. — 'Hie examinations shall be held by the 
Principal Officer, or by such Officer as may be appointed 
by him in this behalf (hereinafter called the Examiner). 

5, Suitability for Examination, — (a) Candidates for ex- 
aminations shall make their applications as in Form 1 
which shall be filled up before the examiner or such official 
as may be appointed by him in this behalf. The fonn pro- 
periy fUled in, together with the candidate’s testimonials 
must be lodged with the Principal Officer, not later than three 
days before the day of examinations. 


(b) Persons applying for certificate of competency in tbs 
case of port craft shall submit their applications through th< 
Deputy Conservator, Port of New Tuticorin who shall transmi

(c) Persons employed in commercially or privately owne< 
vessels registered under the Harbour Craft Rules of the Pon

Tuticorin, The Deputy Conservator shall transmit the appli 
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(ii) Lantern Test.— Every candidate shall undergo the lan- 
tern test on every occasion on which he presents himself for 
examination for bis first certificate of Competency, but if 
he then passes he shall not be required to undergo lantern test 
on any subsequent occasion, 

9. Passing or failure of examination. — (a) Letter Test : 
If the candidate passes the letter test, he shall proceed to the 
lantern test, unless he holds a certificate of competency. If 
he fails in the letter test, he may — • 

(i) proceed to the lantern test, in which case the result 
of both tests will be taken into consideration In de- 
ciding whether he is to be passed or 

(ii) break off the examination and present himself for re- 

examination in not less than three months’ time. 

(b) Lantern Test, — If the candidate passes the Lantern test 
after passing letter test, he shall be deemed to have passed 
the examination. 

(i) If the result of the lantern test is inconclusive and if 
the candidate passes it after failing in the letter test, his case 
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ihall be submitted in form III to the Principal Officer, who 
shall decide whether he was passed or failed or whether he 
shall be referred for a special examination. 

(Li) If the candidate fails to pass lantern test the examiner 
shall point out to him the conditions stated in rule 12 under 
which he can appeal. Appeals shall be made to the Principal 
Officer. 


(lii) A candidate who fails to pass the lantern test shall 
not be re-examined unless the Principal Officer decides that 
be be re-examined after a lapse of three months. The certi- 
ficate in the form prescribed by Mercantile Marine Depart- 
ment, which is issued to the candidate shall state whether 
he may or may not be re-examined. 

10. Further examination and appeals. — (a) If in the case 
covered by rule 9 the Principal Officer decides that a further 
examination is necessary, arrangements shall be made for 
special examination. 

(b) If, however, on the report of the Examiner, the Princi- 
pal Officer decides that the nature of the mistakes made, show 
conclusively that a candidate’s sight is so defective as to 
render him unfit to hold a Certificate, the candidate shall 
be considered to have failed. 

(c) In cases where, upon the report of the Examiner, a 
candidate is failed by the Principal Officer, as well as in the 
case of a special examination, the Government of India may 
allow a candidate, who is dis-satisfied with his decision to 
appear for a further examination, subject to the conditions 
set out in rule 12. 

(d) In the case of a candidate who is referred for further 
examination, the Principal Officer shall make arrangements 
for a special examination for which no additional fee shall 
be charged. 

11. Special Examination : Appeal Cases, — A candidate who 
adjudicated to have failed in the lantern test may appeal to 
Principal Officer, who will remit the case to a special body 
of examiners for decision. Such candidates shall be required 
to pay a special, fee of rupees thirtytwo which shall be 
returned to him if he is declared to have passed Ihe special 
examination. 

12. Punctuality to be deemed In attending special exami- 
nation. — (a) Candidates who arc referred for a special exa- 
mination or who appeal from the result of the local test shall 
be notified by the Principal Officer, of the time at which 
they should attend for special examination and are expected 
to inform the Principal Officer, -whether or not they wifi be 
able to attend at that time, 

lb) Any candidate who, after Informing the Principal 
Officer that he will attend, fails to appear at the time appoint- 
ed, shall be liable to have his examination postponed indefi- 
nitely and also if ho has appealed under rule 11 will forfeit 
the appeal fee of rupees thirtytwo and will bo required to 
deposit a further fee of the same amount before further 
arrangements are made for this special examination. 

13. Failme in special examination.— — fa) fVherc during the 
course of a special examination a candidate who has appeal- 
ed or has been referred is found to have a permanent defect 
in his eye-sight such as to render him unfit for a sea career 
he shall be finally rejected and shall not be allowed to be 
examined again in the sight test on any future occasion, pro- 
vided, that if the candidate is still dissatisfied, it will he open 
to him, if he so desires to present himself for a second special 
examination on payment of a fee of rupees seventyflve. 

(b) Such candidate shall be required to bring with him a 
rriend .to witness the examination. 

(c) A second examination under this rule shall be entirely 
voluntary, and shall form no part of the examination for a 
certificate of competency. 

(d) The Central Government may take into consideration 
the result of such examination in determining whether a 
certificate shall- be granted to the candidate or not. 


14. Special Appeal' Fee.— The special appear fee of rupees 
seventyflve shall not be returnable unless, in the special 
circumstances of an individual case. the Central Govern- 
ment see fit to refund it. 

15. Qualifications for Sevang's Certificate.- — (a) All candi- 
dates for Sevang’s Certificate shall be examined in the letter 
and colour tests. 

(b) (i) A candidate for the Scrang’s certificate shall be 
not less than twenty-one years of age and must produce satis- 
factory certificates of sobriety and intelligence. 

(ii) He shall have served four years at Sea or on inland 
waters, the last year of which service shall have been on an 
inland or harbour, steam or motor vessel as either a helms- 
man or a deck-hand, and shall be examined viva voce as to 
his knowledge in the foilowing subjects : 

fl) the rules of the road; 

(2) simple questions on the handling and management 
of harbour launches; 

(3) the storm-sigrals ; and 

(4) the port rules and knowledge of buoys, lights, 
landmarks, channels, shoals and set of tides in the 
Port of New Tuticorin and its approaches. 

(c) If a candidate fails, he shall not be re-examined until 
he has rendered additional service for three months on an 
inland or harbour steam or motor vessel as a helmsman or 
a deckhand. 

16. Qualifications for Second Class Master's Certificate. — 

(a) All candidates for Second-Class Master's Certificate shall 
first be examined in sight and colour. 

(b) A candidate for a second-class Master’s Certificate shall 
be not less than twentylwo years of age, and must produce 
certificate of sobriety and intelligence. 

(c) He shall have served atleast five years at sea or on 
inland waters, the Fast three years of which service, must 
have been as helmsman (sukbani) or deckhand of an inland 
or harbour steam vessel of not less than 40 nominal horse- 
power or a motor vessel of not less than 226 brake horse- 
power or an alternative service of three years as serang in 
charge of a steam launch of over 15 nominal horsepower 
or a motor launch of over 80 brake horsepower holding a 
certificate of Competency as Serang granted under the In- 
land Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules and shall pass 
a satisfacotry viva voce examination in the following sub- 
jects ; 

(i ) the rules of the road ; 

(ii) the management of small steam and motor vessels 

under all contingencies ; 

(iii) storm-signals ; 

(iv) tide tables ; 

(v) the Port Rules of the Port of New Tut'corin ; 

(vi) knowledge of buoys, lights, landmarks, channels, 
Shoals and set of tides in the Port of New Tuti- 
corin and its approaches ; and 

(vii) compass (the candidate should be able to read the 
points of the compass). 

(d) If a candidate fails, he shall not be re-examined tilt 
he has rendered additional service for three months as a 
Serang holding a Serang’s certificate granted under the Inland 
Steam-Vessels Act or under these rules, or as helmsman 
(Sukhani) or deckhand of an inland or harbour steam- 
vessel of not less than 40 nominal horsepower or a motor 
vessel of not less than 226 brake horsepower, 

17. Qualifications for First Class Master’s Certificate. — 
(a) AU candidates for First Class Master’s Certificate shall 
first be examined in the latter and colour tests. 

(b) A candidate for a first class Master's certificate — 

(1) shall be not less than twenty four years of age and 
shall have served as Second Class Master in charge 
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of an inland steam or moter vessel for not less than 
three years, or while possessing a Second Class 
Master’s Certificate granted under the Inland Steam- 
Vessels Act or under these rules, have served as 
Second Serang of steam or motor vessel For not 
less than four years, or 

(ii) shall be not lesn than twcntylwo yenrs of age and 

held a certificate of competency as second mate, 
Foreign-going or Mate Home Trade, granted under 
the Shipping” Act and any other enactment and have 
served ns a mate of an inland steam or motor 
vessel, or 

(iii) shalF not be less than twenty four years of age and 
should have served cither, not less than three years 
at sea and three years as mate of an inland steam 
or motor vessel or not less than six years aa a mate 
of an inland steam or moter vessel. 

(c) Each candidate shall be examined apart, and viva-voce 
In each and all of the following subjects : — 

(i) the rules of the road; 

(ii) the management of any type Of harbour or inland 
steam or motor vessel under all contingencies, in- 
cluding the handling of tugs; 

(iii) tide tables ; 

(iv) storm signals; 

(v) a thorough knowledge of the Port of New Tuti- 

corin Regulations; 

(vi) Knowledge of buoys, lights, landmarks, channels, 
shoals and set of tides in tne Port of New Tuti- 
corin and its approaches; and 

(vii) an elementary knowledge of the compass. 

(d) If a candidate fails, he shall not be re-examined until 
he has rendered additional service for three months either 
as Second Class Master in charge of an inland or harbour 
steam or motor vessel as mate or second in charge of an 
inland or harbour steam or motor vessel. 

18, Examination. — Notwithstanding anything contained in 
these rules, any candidate in an examination for a First or 
Second Class Master’s certificate shall be examined in tho 
subject mentioned in clause c (v) and c (vi) of rule 16 or 
clause c (v) or c (vi) of rule 17, as the case may be, and 
if ho satisfies the examiner as to his knowledge of the 
prescribed subject and generally as to liis competency to be 
in charge of a steam or motor vessel, he shall be granted a 
certificate of competency under these rules. 

19. Certificate of Lower Grade. — -(a) Tf a candidate has 
failed in his examination but the subjects in which he has 
failed are not included in the subjects required for a cer- 
tificate of a lower grade, he may, if he desires, it, receive 
a certificate of such lower grade, 

(b) If a candidate fails in the subjects mentioned in clause 
(b)(ii)(n) and (b)(ii)(d) of Rule 15, only, but otherwise 
passes a satisfactory examination, he shall be granted a Cer- 
tificate of Competency under these rules. 

20. Fee to be paid again.. — When a certificate of lower 
grade is granted to a candidate as provided in rule 19, no 
part of any fee paid by him shall be returned to him, and on 
presenting himself, when entitled so to do, for re-examination 
for the higher grade of certificate, he shall be required to 
pay again the full fee. 

21, Fees. — (a) (1) Candidates for examination in -tanking 
their application on Form 1, shall be required to pay the 
examination fee before any step is taken, whether by in- 
quiring into their services or testing their qualifications or hy 
following any other courses prescribed by these rules. 

(ii) Should it be found that their services are not suffi- 
cient to entitle them to be examined, or should their testi- 
monials be unsatisfactory, or should they from any other 
cause, not be examined, no part of the fee shall be returned 
to them, but when they have fulfilled the requisite service 
or arc able to produce satisfactory testimonials, as the case 


may be, they shall be allowed to again present themselves 
for examination for a certificate of the same grade without 
paying any further fee. 

(iii) The fee for examination shall be paid to the examiner 
cr such officer duly authorised by him in this behalf. In 
any case in which a candidate offers money to any other 
officer, the candidate so offering money shall be regarded 
as having committed an act of mjsconduct and shall be 
rejected and not allowed to be again' examined for twelve 
months. 

(b) If a candidate fails in his examination, no part of the 
fee shall be returned to him. 

(c) If the candidate satisfies the examiner, as to his know- 
ledge of the prescribed subjects, and generally as to his 
competency, to command a steam or motor vessel plying in 
the Port of New Tuticorin, the examiner shall grant a certi- 
ficate to the candidate. 

(d) The fees are as follows ; — 

First-class Master's Certificate : Rs. 20.00 

Second-class Master's Certificate ; Rs, 15.00 

Serang’s Certificate : Rs. 10.00 

22. General. — -pa) First and Second-Class Master's Certifi- 
cate and Sornng's Certificates shall be made and issued in 
Form IV. 

(b) Every such certificate shall be made in duplicate and 
every person entitled to such certificate shall supply the 
examiner with two copies of his photograph, passport size, 
one of which shall be affixed on each of the copies of the 
certificate. One copy of the certificate shall be delivered to 
the person entitled to the certificate and the other shall be 
kept and recorded by the Principal Officer. 

CHAPTER III 

Grant of Certificate of Competency to Eng'news and Engine 
Drivers of Mechanically propelled craft plying In the port of 
New Tuticorin 

23. Authority to issue certificate. — (a) (i) Certificate of 
Competency shall be granted to those persons who pass the 
requisite examinations and otherwise comply with the re- 
quisite conditions. 

(ii) For this purpose arrangements shall be made for 
holding examinations periodically at the Port of New Tuti- 
corin. 

(b) The examinations shall be held by the Engineer and 
Ship Surveyor, Mercantile Marine Department, Madras, 
(hereinafter called the Examiner). They shall commence 
early in the forenoon and shall be continued until all the 
candidates whose names appear on the list of the Principal 
Officer on the day of the examination aiC examined. 

24. Suitability for Examination. — (a) (i) Candidates for 
examination shall make their applications in Form V, which 
shall be filled in before the Principal Officer or such other 
officer as may bo appointed by him in this behalf, 

(ii) The form, properly filled in, together with the can- 
didate’s testimonials shall be lodged with" the Principal Offi- 
cer not later than three days before the day of examination. 

(iii) (a) Candidates for- examinations shall make their 
applications as in Form T which shall be filled up before 
the examiner or such official as may be appointed by him 
in (his behalf. The form properly filled in, together with the 
candidate’s testimonials must be lodged with the Principal 
Officer, not later than three days before the day of exami- 
nations. 

(b) Persons applying for certificate of competency in the 
case of port craft shall submit their applications through the 
Deputy Conservator, Port of New Tmicorin who shall trans- 
mit it to the Principal Officer, with his recommendations as 
to the suitability of the candidates to be examined for ser- 
vice. 

(c) Persons employed in commercially or privately owned 
vessels registered under the Harbour Craft Rules of 'the Port 
of New Tuticorin shall submit their application through the 
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owners concerned to the Deputy Conservator, Port of New 
Tuticorin. The Deputy Conservator shall transmit the appli- 
cation to the Principal Officer, with his recommendations as 
to the suitability of the candidates to be examined for the 
Certificates required. 

(d) On receipt of the applications, the Principal Officer, 
will peruse them and if they are proper in ail respects, 
appoint an Examiner to examine the candidates. 

(e) The examination shall be held on such days and times 
a* may be notified by the Principal Officer. 

(f) The results of the examination conducted would be 
sent to the Principal Officer for approval. On approval of 
the results of the examination, the Principal Officer, will issue 
the certificates of competency to the candidates. 

(b) (i) Applicants shall bo required to produce, in addi- 
tion to the usual forms of discharge or service record satis- 
factory testimonials as to sobriety, experience, ability and 
general good conduct for atleast the last twelve months’ ser- 
vice on board a ship preceding the date of application to be 
examined unless the Central Government after having investi- 
gated the matter, shall see fit to reduce the time. 

(ii) An applicant already possessed of a certificate granted 
under these rules and wishing to appear for one of a higher 
grade must produce his certificate and all the discharges or 
service records and testimonials be submitted when he app- 
lied for examination in the lower grade as well as the dis- 
charge or service records and testimonials necessary for the 
higher grade certificate. 

(iii) Should reference of doubtful authenticity be submitted 
by candidates for examination, the Principal Officer may re- 
quire proof from the candidates of their genuineness of an 
affidavit made to that effect. 

(iv) If applicants have served on share immediately pre- 
ceding their application, certificates of sobriety must be pro- 
duced from their employers or from a respectable house hol- 
der if unemployed. 

(v) No candidate shall be allowed to be examined unless 
he has served on boardship six months within the last three 
years preceding the date of his application to be examined. 

(vi) As such testimonials and discharges may have to be 
verified before the candidates can be examined, it is desirable 
that these should be handed over, together with form V as 
early as possible. 

(c) (i) Testimonials of service of candidates shall ordi- 
narily be based on their employer's office records. 

(ii) Service claimed which canrmt be verified from the 
employer's office records must be authenticated by afl; fiivitx 
of men under whom such services have been performed as 
well as by an affidavit of the candidate ffimself. 

(ill) Should any doubt exist as to the age of a candidate, 
he shall be required to produce a certificate" of birth or other 
documentary proof, of age, to the satisfaction of the FrinciapI 
Officer. 

(d) Testimonials of service from Certificated Marine En- 
gineers or Mechanical Engineers with comparable qualifica- 
tions shall be accepted. 

(e) Candidates shall be required to account for any gap 
in their services with documentary evidence. 

25. Qualifications for Second Class Engine Driver's Certi- 
ficate. — A candidate for a second class engine driver's certi- 
ficate must have attained the a^e of twenty one years and 
must possess one of the following qualifications, namely ; — 

(a) He should have served an apprenticeship of at least 
three years in the making or repairing of steam engines and 
one year in the engine room of a steamer; or 

(b) He should have served four years in the engine room 
of a steamer at sea, or on inland waters under an Engineer 
or First Class Engine Driver possessing certificate of Compe- 


tency, granted under the Steam Vessels Act. one year of 
which service should have been as a Serang, Tindal or Fire- 
man in charge of a watch in a vessel having engines of not 
less than 20 nominal horsepower; or 

(c) He should have served five years in the engine room 
of a steamer one year of which service must have been as 
a Serang, Tindal, Principal Fireman or Fireman in charge 
of a watch in a vessel of not less than 15 nominal horse- 
power under a First-Class Engine Driver Certificated under 
the Steam Vessels Act; or 

(d) He should have served two years in charge of the 
engine of a factory or mill under an appropriately qualified 
manager or engineer and one year as engine room Serang, 
Tindal or Principal fireman in a steamer of not less than 15 
nominal horsepower. 

(2) In addition to any of the qualifications mentioned in 
sub-rule (1). 

(a) he should satisfactorily pass a viva-voce examination 
as to the making of marine engines and boilers and the uses 
of the different parts and fittings, also as to the use of 
brine cocks, the salinometer and blowing oif, the care of boi- 
lers In salt or full water, and the art of economical stocking 
and prevention of smoke; and 

(b) he should be able, if required, to show his practical 
qualifications by actually working the engines of a small 
steamer, after fulfilling ail the other tests to which he will 
be subjected. 

26. Qualifications for Second Class Motor Engine Driver 
Certificate. — (a) A candidate for a Second Class Motor En- 
gine Driver's Certificate should have attained the age of 
twenty one years and must possess one of the following quali- 
fications namely : — 

(a) He should have served for not less than three years 
as an apprentice or journeyman in the making, fitting and/or 
repairing of internal combustion or marine steam engines and 
in addition be should have served for six months in the 
engine room of a motor vessel having engines of not less 
than 85 brakes horsepower or nine months in a vessel with 
engines of not less than 40 brake horsepower ; or 

(b) He should have served for a period of not less than 
four years in the engine room of a motor vessel of not loss 
than 226 brake horsepower of which period not less than 
one year must have been saved as a Serang, Principal Tindal or 
Chief Greaser : 

Provided that of the four years mentioned above one- 
third may be served in the engine room of a steam vessel 
of not less than 40 nominal horsepower; or 

(c) He should have served for a period of not less than 
five years in engine-room of a motor vessel having engines 
of not less than 85 brakes horsepower, or six years in the 
engine room of a vessel having engines of not less than 40 

brake horsepower as Serang, Tindal or Chief Greaser : 

Provided that of the five or six years’ service mentioned 
above. one-ttorH may bn served in the engine room of a 
steam vessel of not Jess than 10 nominal horsepower; or 

(d) FTe should have served for a period of not less than 
two years in charge of the engine of a factory or mill under 
a certificated Engineer, as well as for a period of not less 
than one year in the engine room of a motor vessel of not 
less than 85 brake horsepower, or eighteen months in a motor 
vessel having engines of not less than 40 brake horsepower, 
as a Serang, Tindal or Chief Greaser ; or 

(e) He should have served for at least six months with 
a second Class Engine Driver’s Certificate for steam vessels 
granted under the Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules, 
or with a Certificate of a higher grade in the engine room of 
a motor vessel baying engines of not less than 85 brake 
horsepower or for nine months in a motor vessel having engine 
of not less than 40 brake horsepower; or 

(f) He should have served for at least two years, whilst 
in possession of a permit granted under the Steam Vessels 
Act or the Proviso to rule 29 of the Harbour Craft Rules 
for the Port of New Tuticorin, 1977 as an Engine Driver of 
a motor vessel having engines of 40 brake horsepower or 
under, followed by three years' service In the engine room 
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of a motor vessel having engines of more than 40 brake 
horsepower os Strong Tindal or Chief Greaser : 

Provided that when the candidate produces proof of a long 
service with such a permit in launches having engines of 40 
brake horsepower or under, remission of service with engines 
of over 40 brake horsepower may be allowed in the ratio 
of one year lower powered launches in lieu of six months’ 
service in higher powered Uiunchcfi with a maximum remission 
of eighteen months and the service to count for remission 
must be in excess of the two years required in launches of 
40 brake horsepower or under. 

(2) In addition to any of the qualifications mentioned in 
sub-rule (1) — 

(a) the candidate should satisfactorily pass a viva-voce 
examination on the working of the various types of internal 
combustion engines and be able to name the principal parts 
of the machinery; 

(b) the candidate should know what attention is required by 
the various part 3 of the machinery, understand the use and 
management of the different valves, cocks, pipes and connec- 
tions and be familiar with the various methods of supplying 
air and fuel to the cylinders ; 

(c) the candidate should be able to describe the chief 
causes which may make the engine difficult to start and to 
explain how he would proceed to remedy any defects connect- 
ed therewith, ho should also be able to show that he understand 
the mechanism of the starting and reversing arrangements and 
that ho is competent to deal with defects therein; 

(d) the candidate should be able to overall the engine, to 
adjust the working parts and to put the engine together again 
in good working condition, He should also understand how 
to make good the result of ordinary wear and tear to the 
machinery and how to correct defects from accidents; 

(e) the candidate should be familiar with the nature and 
properties of the various fuel oils used in internal combustion 
engines. He must understand what is meant by “flash-paint"; 

(f) (i) the candidate should know the danger resulting from 
leakage from the fuel oil tanks and must understand the 
precautions to be taken against explosion ; 

(if) he should also bo able to take the necessary precautions 
to guard against the escape of inflammable vapour front the 
vapouriser when the engines are stopped; ( 

(iii) ho should also know how to deal with fire should it 
break out; 

(g) the candidate should also be able, if required, to know 
his practical knowledge by actually working the engines of 
a motor vessel in the presence of the Examiner ; and 

(h) the candidate should possess a working knowledge of 
the auxiliary machinery connected therewith, namely, elcclric 
light engines, steering engines, evaporators and pumps. 

27. Qualifications for First Class Engine Drivers Certificate— 
(1) A candidate for a First Class Engine Driver’s Certificate 
should have attained the age of twenty two years and should 
possess one of the following quaifications, namely 

(a) He should have served an apprenticeship of at least 
three years in the making or repairing of steam engines and 
one year as Assistant in a steamer having engines of not less 
than 80 nominal horsepower whilst holding a second class 
engine drivers ceitiflcte for steam vessels granted under the 
Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules; or 

(b) He should have served five years in the engine room 
of a steamer at sea or on inland waters, two years of which 
service must have been as Serang, Principal Tindal or Fireman 
in charge of watch in a steamer having compound surface, 
condensing engines of no-t less than 30 nominal horsepowor 
whilst holding a Second Class Engine Driver’s Certificate for 
steam vessels granted under the Steam Vessels Act, or under 
these rules ; or 

(c) he should have served one year as Second Driver with 
Second Class Engine Driver’s Certificate for steam vessels 
granted under the Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules, 
in charge o f a watch on the main engines and boilers of a 
steamer having compound surface condensing engines of not 
less than 30 nominal horsepower; or 
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(d) he should have served one year with a Second Class 
Engine Driver’s certificate for sfeum vessels granted under the 
Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules as driver in charge 
of Ihc engines of a steamer having compound surface condens- 
ing engines of not less than 20 nominal horsepower ; or 

(c) he should have served eighteen months as Serang or 
Principal Tindal with a Second Class Engine Driver's Certifi- 
cate for steam vessels granted under the Steam Vessels Act, 
or under these rules, in charge of a watch on the main engines 
and boilers of a steamer having compound, surface condens- 
ing engines of not less than 30 nominal horsepower; or 

(f) he should have served three years in charge of the engines 
of a factory or mill under an appropriately qualified Manager 
or Engineer, as well as two years as assistant engineer, engine 
room Serang or Principal Tindal of a steamer having engines 
of not less than 80 nominal horsepower whilst holding a 
Second Class Engine Driver’s Certificfiate for steam vessels 
granted under the Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules. 

(2) In addition to any of the qualifications mentioned in 
sub-rule (1) — 

(a) he should pass a viva-voce examination similar to that 
required by rule 26 for a Second Class Engine Driver's Certi- 
ficate but more advanced ; and 

(b) he should also be able, if required, to show his practical 
qualifications by actually working the engines of a steamer 
after fulfilling all the other tests to which he will be subjected. 

28. Qualifications for First Cla.ss Motor Engine Driver's 
Certificate. — (1) A candidate for First Class Motor Engine 
Driver’s Certificate should have attained the age of twenty two 
years and should possess one of the following qualifications, 
namely ; — 

(a) He should have served for not less than one year as 
engine driver or regular watch on the main engines of a 
motor vessel of not less than 565 brake horsepower whilst 
holding a Second Class Engine Drivcr’n Certificate for motor 
vessels granted under the steam Vessels Act, or under these 
rules; or 

(b) he should have served for a period of not less than 18 
mouths as second driver with a Second Class Engine Driver's 
Certificate for motor vessels granted under the Steam Vessels 
Act or under these rules, in charge of a watch on the main 
engines of a motor vessel of not less than 226 brake horse- 
power; or 

(c) he should have served for a period of not less than 
four years in the engine room of a motor vessel of not less 
than 226 brake horsepower, of which period not less than one 
year must have been served as a Chief Greaser, Serang, or 
Principal Tindal whilst holding a Second Class Engine Driver’s 
Certificate for motor vessels granted under the Steam Vessels 
Act, or under these rules. Tf the motor vessel is of not less 
than 170 brake horsepower, he should have served for a period 
of not less than five years in such vessel of which period 
not less than two years must have been served as a Serang, 
Principal Oilman or Chief Greaser whilst holding a Second 
Class Engine Driver’s Certificate for motor vessels granted 
under the Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules ; or 

(d) he should have served for -a period of not less than 1 8 
months with a Second Class Engine Driver’s Certificate for 
motor vessels granted under the Steam Vessels Act. or under 
these rules, as driver in charge of the engine of a motor vessel 
of not less than 113 brake horsepower; or 

(e) he should have served for not less than two years as 
Serang, Principal Tindal or Chief Greaser with a Second Class 
Engine Driver Certificate for motor vessels granted under the 
Steam Vessels Act, ot under these rules, in a motor vessel 
of not less than 226 brake horsepower; or 

(f) he should have served for not less than three years in 
charge of the engines of a factory or mill under a certificated 
engineer as well as for not less than one year in the engine 
room of a motor vessel of not less than 226 brake horsepower 
us Assistant Engineer, Serang, Principal Tindal or Chief 
Greaser whilst holding a Second Class Engine Driver’s Certi- 
ficate for motor vessels granted under the Inland Steam Vessels 
Act, or under these rules; or 
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(g) He should have served for nol less than two years ns 
engine driver on regular watch on the main engines of a 
motor vessel of not less than 226 brake horsepower whilst 
holding a first class engine driver's certificate granted under 
the Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules; or 

(h) He should have served for not less than four years ns 
engine driver on regular watch on the main engines of a 
motor vessel of nol less than 226 brake horsepower while hold- 
ing a second class engine drivers certificate granted under the 
Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules; or 

(i) He should bold an engine driver’s certificate for sea 
going steamships granted under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
and must have served on regular watch on the main engines of 
a motor vessel of not less than 226 brake horsepower for a 
period of not less than one year. 

(2) In addition to any of the qualifications mentioned in 
sub-rule (1).— 

He should pass a viva voce examination similar to that re- 
quired under sub-rule (2) of rule 26 for a second class engine 
driver's certificate but of a more advanced character. 

29, Qualifications for Engineer's Certificate. — A candidate 
for an Engineer’s Certificate should be not leas than twenty 
two years of age and must possess the following qualifications, 
namdy 

(a) (i) He should have served as an apprentice engineer for 
four years and prove that during the period of his apprentice- 
ship he has been employed on the making or repairing of 
steam engines, boilers, and the like. 

(ii) Journeyman's time shall be considered equivalent to 
apprenticeship. 

(iii) In addition to the apprenticeship described above, the 
applicant should have served two years thereafter as Assis- 
tant Engineer in a s' earner having engines of not less than 
80 nominal horsepower or with a first class engine driver’s 
certificate granted under the Steam Vessels Act, or under these 
rules, as driver in charge of the engines of a steamer having 
compound surface condensing engines of not less than 30 
nominal horsepower; or 

(iv) Failing the above service, he should have served three 
years with a first class engine driver’s Certificate granted under 
the Steam Vessels Act, or under theso rules, in charge of the 
engines of an inland vessel having compound surface conden- 
sing engines of not less than 80 nominal horsepower, or four 
years in charge of the enginea of an inland vessel of not 
less than 30 nominal horsepower. 

(h) He should able to give a satisfactory description of 
boilers and the methods of staying them together with the 
use and management of the different valves, cocks, pipes and 
connections. 

(cl He should understand how to correct defects from acci- 
dents, decay, and the like, and the means of repairing such 
defects. 

• (d) He should understand the use of the watei gunge, pres- 
sure gauge, barometer, thermometer and salinomcter and the 
principles on which they are constructed. 

(e) He should state the causes, effects and usual remedies 
for incrustation and corrosion, 

(f) He should be able to explain the method of testing 
and altering the setting of the slide valves and method of 
testing the fairness of shafts and adjusting them. 

(g) He should have a working knowledge of working pres- 
sure for a steam boiler and its implications. 

(h) He should understand the construction of and be able 
to maintain in working condition, the auxiliary machinery 
which may be placed under his charge, viz. electric light engines 
(steam and oil) and dynamos, electric motors, the various types 
of steeling engines, hydraulic and refrigerating machinery, 

(i) He should understand the construction of centrifugal 
bucket and plunger pumps, and the principle on which they 
act. 

(j) He should be able to state how a temporary, or per- 
manent repair could be effected in case of derangement of a 
part of the machinery, or total breakdown, 


(k) He should write a legible hand and have a good know- 
ledge of arithmetic upto and including vulgar and decimal 
fractions and square and cube roots. He should also under- 
stand (he application of these rules to questions about safety 
valves, coal consumption, consumption of stores, capacities of 
tanks, bunkers, and the like. 

(l) He should be able to pass a creditable examination as 
to the various construction of steam engines in general use, 
as to the details of the different working parts, external and 
internal and the use of each part. 

(m) He should possess a creditable knowledge of the promi- 
nent facts relating to combustion, heat, steam and electricity. 

(n) He should be able lo describe different types of marine 
motor engines, their working and uses of the several parts. 

30. Qualifications for Motor Engineers Certificate —A 
candidate for a motor engineer's certificate must have attained 
the age of twenty two years and should possess the following 
qualifications, namely ; — 

(a) (i) He should have served for not less than four years 
as an apprentice engineer or journeyman at the making 
fitting and tepairing of steam or motor engines such as would 
b c recognised as affording useful training for a marine engi- 
neer. 

(ii) No time servod before the age of fifteen shall be accept- 
ed, Not less than throe years of this period should have been, 
spent at fitting, erecting or repairing internal combustion 
engines. 

(iii) The remaining year may have been spent either wholly 
or in pari on work of this nature, or at an approved technical 
school as mentioned in the pules for examination of sea going 
engineers. 

(iv) Service as journeyman shall be considered as equivalent 
to apprenticeship, but no time served before the age of 
fifteen is reached shall bc accepted. 

(v) Wurkshop aervicc other than the above may be 
accepted if it is considered useful training for a motor 
engineer, but all such cases should be submitted to the 
Principal Officer for consideration before the candidate is 
examined, and atleast an additional three months of quali- 
fying scj vice , on marine internal combustion engines cither 
in me works or on regular watch in main engine room of 
vessels propelled by these engines should have been perform- 
ed in respect of each twelve months of workshop service of 
this nnlure, or other than on (he making or repairing of 
internal combustion engines so accepted. 

(vi) If the service is not altogether satisfaclory, a longer 
additional period than that specified may be required. 

(vii) Any deficiency in the requisite four years’ workshop 
service may be made up by service afloat on regular watch 
in the main engine room of a vessel of not less than 56 J 
brake horsepower propelled by internal combustion engines. 

(viii) If the vessel is a sea-going vessel one and half times 
the period of deficiency should be served and if inland ves- 
sel, two and a quartor times the period of deficiency shall 
bc required. Thus a candidate who has no workshop service 
must serve six years in a suitable sea-going vessel or nine 
years in an inland vessel in lieu of his apprenticeship. 

(b) (i) In addition to the workshop service as above des- 
cribed or the alternative service afloat, the candidate should 
have spent 18 months at sea as an engineer on regular 
watch on the main engines of a sea-going ship propelled by 
internal coifibuslion engines of not less than 565 brake 
horsepower or 27 months in a similar Inland vessel. 

(ii) Tailing the above service, he should have served three 
years with a first class motor engine driver certificate Rranted 
under the Steam Vessels Act, or under these rules, in charge 
of the engines of an inland or harbour vessel of not less than 
565 BHP propelled by internal combustion engines or 4 years 
in charge of the engines of an inland vessel of not less than 
226 BHP. 

(c) (i) An engineer in possession of a (steam) certificate 
of competency grunted under the Merchant Shipping Act or 
Steam Vessels Act or under those rules is also eligible for 
a motor engineer's certificate. 
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(ii) He should have served for not less than six month, 
as an Assistant Engineer on regular watch on the main 
engines of a sea-going ship propelled by internal combustion 
engines of not less than 565 brake horsepower or nine 
months in a similar inland vessel whilst holding a first class 
certificate of competency for sea-going steam ships granted 
or recognised as valid under the Shipping Act. 

(iii) He should also satisfy the examiner that he is frilly 
conversant with internal combustion engines and he able to 
show' both in writing and in viva-voce examination that he 
has satisfactory knowledge of the subjects overed by clauses 
(b) to (1) nud (q) to (u) of this Rule; or 

fi v) He should have served for not less than 12 months 
as an Assistant Engineer on regular watch on the main en- 
gines of a sea going ship propelled by internal combustion 
engines of not leas than 565 brake horsepower or 18 months 
in a similar inland vessel whilst holding a second class 
certificate of competency for sea going ships, granted or 
recognised as valid under the Shipping Act. 

(v) He should also satisfy the examiner that be is fully 
conversant with internal combustion engines and be able to 
show' both in writing and in viva voce examination that he 
has satisfactory knowledge of the subjects covered by clauses 

(f) to (1) and (q) to (u) of this rule, 32 these rules. 

(d) Engineers in possession of ordinary certificates of com- 
petency as engineer granted under the Steam Vessels Act, 
or under these rules, may be examined for the grant of a 
motor engineer’s certificates : 

Provided that, they have served for not less than 12 months 
as Assistant Engineer on regular watch on the main engines 
of sea-going ship propelled by internal combustion engines 
of not less than 565 brake horsepower or 18 months on a 
simi'av inland vessel w/hilst holding an engineer’s certificate 
granted under the Steam Vessels Act, or under these rales. 

(e) He should write a legible hand and have a good know- 
ledge of arithmetic upto and including vulger and decimal 
fractions and square root. He should also be able to work 
oiff (questions relating to spring or levcrlonded safety and 
relief valves), consumption of oil and stores, capacities of 
tank?, bunkers, and the like speed of vessel and other simi- 
lar problems. 

(ft. He should be able to give a clear explanation of the 
principles on which oil, gas or other internal combustion 
-engines work, including (fie methods of ignition, to point 
out ;hc difference between them and *o show by means of 
illugfrafive sketches and otherwise that he understands the 
details of the constructions of these in general use. 

(g) He should be familiar with the various methods of 
supplying air and fuel to the cylinders in the different types 
of engines the construction of the apparatus for carburetting, 
atemising or gasifying the fuel, and the means for coolins 
the cylinders, pistons, and the like. 

(h) He should have a satisfactory knowledge of the pro- 
cess employed in the construction of internal combustion 
engines in the workshop and of the methods used in fitting 
the machinery on boardship. 

(i) He should know what attention is required for the various 
parts of machinery and understand the use and management 
of the different valves, cocks, pipes and connections. 

(j) He should be able to slate and describe the chief causes 
which may make ihc engine difficult to start and to explain 
how he would proceed to remedy any defects arising ifiere- 
from. 

(k) He should also be able to show that he understands 
the machanism of the starting and reversing arrangements, 
and is competent to deal with defects therein. 

(l) He should understand how to make good the results 
of ordinary wear and tear to the machinery, how to test the 
fairness of shafting, and the like, how to correct defects from 
accident, delay, and the like and how a temporary or perma- 
nent repair could be effected in case of derangements or 
total breakdown. 


(m) He should understand the construction of the pressure 
gauge, barometer, thermometer and other ins'raments used 
in the engine room and the principles on which they work. 

(n) He should understand the construction and working of 
centrifugal bucket and plunger pumps, and the principles on 
which they act. 

(o) He should understand the construction and working of 
air eompressers, gas producers steering engines, electric light 
engines and dynamos, electric motora, refrigerating hydraulic 
and other auxiliary machinery found on boardship. 

(p) He should possess a good working knowledge of the 
construction and management of auxiliary steam boilers and 
machinery and be familiar with the prominent facts relating 
to combustion, heat and aleam. 

(q) He should be familiar with the nature and properties 
of the various oils, and the like, generally used in internal 
combustion engines, must understand what is meant by flash 
point ; and have a knowledge of the explosives properties of 
gas of the vapour given off by these oils and the like when 
mixed with definite quantities* of air, and be thoroughly con- 
versant with the danger of exposing such gas or vapour to 
a naked light ; or of allowing any leakage from the oil 
Tanks particularly into the vessels bilges and unventiln/ed 
spaces or from gas producers, pipes, vaporizers, and the like. 

(r) He should thoroughly understand the precautions to be 
taken against fire or explosion from oil or gas, and know how 
to deal with fire should it break out. 

(s) He should also be familiar with the action of wire 
gauge diaphragms when placed in pipes and connections to 
oil tanks, and the like, for the purpose of preventing the ex- 
plosion or ignition of oil vapour therein. 

(t) He should be able to explain Ihe principal construction 
and arrangement of primary and secondary batteries and 
induction coils so far as Is necessary for the efficient manage- 
ment of an oil engine. 

(u) He should be able to make a sketch drawing of some 
simple part of Ihe machinery. 

3J. General Rules as to Examination of Engineers. — ■ (1) 
All books necessary for the use of candidates under exami- 
nation shall be provided and applicants shall nol be permitted 
to take into examination room any book paper, document, oi 
memoranda of any description whatever; and subject to the 
provisions referred to hereafter, they shall also not be al- 
lowed to work out their problems on a slate or on waste 
paper. 

(2) Candidates shall be allowed in the time allotted to 
cancel any part of their work, and when required, additional 
paper shall be supplied by the Examinor. These additional 
sheets must be attached to and form part of the examination 
papers. 

(3) In the event of any candidate being discovered copying 
from another or affording any assistance giving any infor- 
mation to another, or communicating in any way with another 
during the time of examination, he shall be regarded as having 
failed in his axamination and shall be turned back for three 
months in the same manner as if he hnd failed in the practi- 
cal part of tht examination ; and no part of the fees ho may 
have paid for examination shall be returned to him. 

(4) If a candidate leaves the room before answering any 
question which has been given to him, he cannot afterwards 
be permitted to answer it, but the examiner may substitute 
other data or another question. 

(5) Tlie examination of candidates for motor engineer’s 
certificates consists of three parts; arithmetic, elementary 
questions and viva-voce. When the number of marks obtained 
in arithmetic amounts two-thirds of the maximum, the candi- 
date passes in arithmetic. 

(6) All applicants presenting themselves for examination 
for motor engineer’s certificates shall be required to give 
written answers to ten questions. These questions are Intended 
to furnish a record to some extent of the candidate’s know- 
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ledge at the time of his examination and also to induce the 
candidates to pay more attention to their handwn'ing and 
spelling.

For 
any reason if the payment is delayed beyond seven 
days or thirty days, as the case may be, from 
the date on which It becomes due, the lesser' 

shall have the right to terminate the permit or 

the lease and to resume land so allotted in which 
case the lessee shall not be entitled either to 
claim any compensation on any account or to 
remove and take away the improvements, if any, 
thereon.

G.S.R.— 1408 In exercise of the powers conferred by the Proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby makes the 
following rules regulating the mothod of recruitment to the Post of Public Relation Officer (Group A-Gazetted) in the Land and Develop- 
ment Office under the Ministry of Works and Housing, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement; — (1) These rules may be called the Land and Development Office (Group A-Gazetted Post) 
recruitment Rules, 1978. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their pubilcation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay; — Die number of Post, its classification and the scale of pay attached there to 
shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to those rules, 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit, qualification, etc:— The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other matters 
relating to the said post shall be as specified in columms 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications: No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, haviug a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the parsonal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from Operation of this rules. 

5. Power to relax;— Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order, or reasons 
to be recorded in writing and in consultation with tho Union Public Service Commission relax any of the provisions of these rules in respect 
to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided to candidates belonging to 
the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government 
from time to time in this regard.
